Minutes of the IAG Committee on 
Labor-Management Relations 

April .22, 1976 


The meeting was opened by Lou Aronin, Deputy Director, Office of Labor- 
Management Relations. 

Ken Steen, Director, Labor Relations Training Center, distributed an 
announcement on the Collective Bargaining Symposium to be held in 
Charlottesville, Virginia, July 11-16, 1976. 

Recent developments concerning the Comptroller General's 160-hour cap 
on official time for representational activities were discussed by Mr. 
Aronin. He announced that CSC will soon issue an FPM Bulletin with 
guidance to agency management not to attempt to anticipate any CG revi- 
sions, to consider record-keeping plans to chart use of official time 
if none exist now, and to consider the usefulness of "reopener" provisions 
in dealing with whatever outcome results from the present situation. 

Any additional ideas on the area of official time for representational 
purpose will be welcomed by the Commission for the purpose of future 
dealings with the CG. 

The Federal Service Impasses Panel's recent order in the Pennsylvania 
National Guard case (Report Number 62, March 5, 1976) was the subject 
of a discussion led by Ron Knisley of ERDA. In its Pennsylvania decision, 
the Panel had ordered the inclusion of a 180-day reopener provision with 
respect to items subject to negotiability determinations. 

DoD procedures for handling "compelling need" determinations were dis- 
cussed next by Dave Green. An ad hoc compelling need review group has 
been meeting informally at DoD to coordinate that agency's positions, and 
to illustrate its operations Green detailed several recent cases of DoD 
compelling need determinations. Several cases concerned the required 
wearing of uniforms by National Guard Technicians. 
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It was indicated that in one case the Council solicited amicus curia _ e 
briefs from other unions holding exclusive recognition with the NGB. 
Agencies were informed of this so that they could, if they desired, 
similarly request the right to intervene as amicus .
